of the tribes. The Indians bound by 
the agreement are the Sioux and As- 
sinniboine tribes belonging and hav­ 
ing rights on the reservation. 
The 
red men agree to surrounder to the 
government all land within the res­ 
ervation, provided that allotments of 
320 acres each shall first be made 
to every man, woman and child be­ 
longing to or having tribal rights on 
the reservation who have not here­ 
tofore 
received 
allotments. 
It is 
agreed that if the government irri­ 
gates the lands forty acres thereof 
may bes included. 
In addition heads 
of families and adult members more 
than eighteen are allotted the tim­ 
ber lands within the reservation bon 
dering along the Missouri river; and, 
further, 160-acre allotments of non- 
I irrigable lands are 
to be made to 
each child born to the Indians par­ 
ties to the agreement so long as tun 
reds are in possession of any unal- 


i lotted, tribal or reservation lands.

Valley county and is watered by t i / 
Missouri and Milk rivers and mast
